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What is claimed is: 

1. A topical composition useful for delivering oil-soluble skin care actives intg/fiie skin 
comprising: 

a) an oil-soluble skin care active; 

b) a silicone oil; and 

c) a silicone elastomer. 

2. A composition according to Claim 1 ^lerein the composition/^omprises from about 0.01% to 

3. A composition according to Claim 1 wherein the composition comprises from about 5% to 
about 99%, by weight of the composition, of the silicone oil.

4. A composition according to Claim 1 wherein t^e composition comprises from about 0.1% to 
about 30%, by weight of the composition, of th^silicone elastomer. 

5. A composition according to Claim^l-'wiK^ein^ skin care active is selected from 
the group consisting of oil-soluble terpenijmconols, oil-soluble phytosterols, oil-soluble anti-acne

thereof. 



8. A composition according to Claim'5 wherein the oil-soluble skin care active is selected from 
the group consisting of famesol, retinol, retinyl propionate, retinyl palmitate, tocopherol 
nicotinate, and mipures thereof. 
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9. A composition according to Claim 1 wherein the siHcone elastomer is an emufsifying 
elastomer selected from dimethicone copolyol crosspolymers and the silicone ^1 is dimethicone. 

10. A composition according to Claim 7, wherein the non-emulsifying silicone elastomer is 
selected from the group consisting of dimethicone/vinyl dimethicone crosspolymers, and mixtures 
thereof. 

11. A composition according to Claim 1, wherein the compositioif is anhydrous

27. A method of enhancing the delivery of oil-soluble skin cap^acti.ves into the skin comprising 
applying to the skin of a mammal in need of treatment, a s^ and effective amount of the 
composition of Claim 1. 



28. A method of enhancing the delivery of oiL^luble skin care actives into the skin comprising, 
applying to the skin of a mammal in need jar treatment, a safe and effective amount of the 
composition of Claim 13. 

y29, A method of enhancing th^delivery of oil soluble skin care actives into the skin comprising, 
applying a topical compositi^ to the skin, said composition comprising: 

i) a^ilicone elastomer; and 

ii) X an oil soluble skin care active. 

30- A method q^egulating the condition of skin, said method comprising the step of topically 
applying to the skin of mammaHn need of treatment, a safe and effective amount of the 
composition of Claim 1. 



31. AAnethod of regulating the condition of skin, said method comprising the step of topically 
applying to the skin of mammal^in need of treatment, a safe and effective amount of the 
imposition of Claim 13. 
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
